1822 he moved to St. Louis, Mo., where he started making these 
celebrated rifles which had a great deal to do with the early 
settlement of the west. He made rifles for all the early fur 
traders, among them General William Ashley, who once killed 
a buffalo with a Hawken rifle at 300 rods. Every rifle was made 
by hand and sold at the one price—$25. He continued the 
business until 1859, when he sold out. Although this is a plain 
rifle, they are now exceedingly rare-—-particularly in the east— 
and this is the only one that has ever passed through our hands. 


INDIAN RHINOCERUS SHIELD, 914 mohes tin diameter, 614 
inches high.
